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IS THERE ANY SUCH THING 
AS TECHNICAL SUPPORT?

I decided to switch from Road Runner to Earthlink for internet 
access for several reasons, spam filtering being one of the main driv- 
ers, as well as unlimited free dial-up access as a back up to the cable 
service or as a way to access my account when away from home. 
This would mean I could drop the AOL account I maintained for 
backup internet access. I am still trying to decide if it was worth it. 

I contacted Earthlink by phone with several questions before 
making a decision. One item of importance was whether I would 
miss any email during the switch and while I got my email address 
changed at the redirection service I use. This could be avoided by 
either having access to both accounts, or by having Road Runner 
forward my mail to Earthlink for a day or two. I was assured that this 
would not be a problem and when the time came to switch the ac- 
count I would be given instructions on how I could access both ac- 
counts. 

Deciding to go ahead with the order, I filled out an online appli- 
cation on Friday evening after supper. Early Monday afternoon I got 
an email from Jamie at Earthlink saying that they had been unable to 
reach me at my home phone number (although my caller-id did not 
register any phone calls ) and providing an 800 number where I could 
reach them to complete my application. I called Jamie at the number 
provided and completed the order, after which Jamie asked if I had 
any further questions. I told him of my concern about losing any 
email during the switchover and asked if he knew how it would be 
handled. He didn't know but assured me that a support tech would be 
calling within 72 hours to switch me over to Earthlink and he would 
be able to answer my questions. About an hour later I received an 
email confirming my order and notifying me that someone from Time 
Warner would be contacting me within 5 business days. 

The next evening when I got home from work there was an email 
waiting from Time Warner asking me to go to their web page and 
schedule an installation time. There was also a number provided in 
case I preferred to schedule the installation over the phone. Since I 
still had several questions (will I miss email, will I keep the same 
cable modem, will I have to make any configuration changes to the 
modem itself, etc.) I called them on the phone. I was told that they 
would have to shut down the Road Runner access in order to give me 
access to the Earthlink account, and they didn't think Road Runner 
could forward email but I would have to call them. I said I would 
call back when I got some answers. I immediately called Road Run- 
ner technical support and the tech I spoke with was pleasant but in- 
sisted that they had no way to forward email. Since I would only lose 
email until I got my redirection service switched over I decided that I 
still wanted to try Earthlink so I called the Time Warner number 
again. They said they could work the switch over while I was on the 
phone with him - the tech said he was turning my account off "on the 
RR server" and turning it on at Earthlink. I commented that I was 
surprised he could do anything to the RR server and he said some- 
thing about they all worked together because they shared the TWC 
network. He then had me reset the cable modem and reconfigure 
Netscape to use mail servers named pop.earthlink.net and 
SMTP. earthlink.net 

At that point I immediately got a welcome email from Earthlink 
but when I tried to send mail it said Messenger was unable to locate 
the server. I said that was apparently the wrong server and the tech 
said that he shouldn't have had me change the SMTP server because I 
would still be using the Road Runner SMTP server. When I ques- 
tioned this he assured me this was correct, because of the sharing of 
services, and "they all work together as one company". I changed the 
configuration back to smtp-server.nc.rr.com and tried again. Now I 
got a message that the id/password was invalid instead of an unable 
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to locate server message. I said it didn't look like that server knew 
about me any more. At that point he tried to add someone on (second 
level support from Earthlink I think), but I wound up listening to a 
menu repeat itself over and over. Eventually someone came on line 
with some background on my problem (apparently they talked while 
the menu played over and over to me - very confusing). 

At any rate, they decided it was because my IP address had not 
been reset correctly in my cable modem. They had me reset my cable 
modem again and reboot the PC - and nothing changed. I told him I 
had a router with several PC's connected and it would probably be 
simpler to get it working with just one PC. He said Earthlink does 
not support home networks. This doesn't agree with the ads I have 
seen for purchasing home networking from them, but I don't need 
them to support my network so I didn't argue about it. I removed the 
router and went directly to the cable modem from the PC, resetting 
both the cable modem and the PC but there was still no change. 

The tech asked to go over my Netscape settings with me and 
when he found out I was configured to "Use SSL when possible" he 
said that was my problem - I should never use SSL for sending email. 
I set it to never use SSL and the invalid id/password message went 
away but during this time Earthlink was passing me off to TW, and 
TW was passing me off to RR, who was passing me back to Earth- 
lirax. I was getting very sorry I had decided to try Earthlink. I even- 
tually was passed on to someone who was supposed to be a high level 
support tech with Earthlink. He said he knew exactly what the prob- 
lem was - my "IP address had not been released by the Road Runner 
server" - and I would have to call them. I tried to tell him that didn't 
look like the problem - especially since the Road Runner server was 
what I had been told to use, but he got huffy and would not even 
listen to my description of the problem - he already knew exactly 
what was happening. He went on to say that RR would tell me they 
were fixing it and it wouldn't really be fixed until the next time they 
booted the server - probably several days. Until then I would have to 
use the Earthlink web interface to send email. 

By now I was beyond being sorry I had decided to switch - I was 
getting irate. 

The Earthlink tech said I would have to call RR direct - he could- 
n't transfer me. I said everyone else had been transferring me be- 
tween companies but he said I was wrong - they had no provisions to 
transfer me because Earthlink and RR were very competitive with 
each other and never worked together on anything - quite a different 
story from what I had been told before. I have to admit that this was 
the only tech that was unpleasant to work with - but I am disap- 
pointed that it was a tech with the company from whom I had decided 
to buy service. 

I called RR and got a woman (everyone else had been male so I 
knew this was not one of the 15-20 techs I had talked to before) who 
verified that indeed my IP address had been released. She verified 
this both by checking the Road Runner SMTP server and by the re- 
sponses she got from commands she sent to my cable modem. At 
that point she said she would transfer me to TWC for resolution. I 
asked her to not transfer me. I asked her instead to conference all of 
us together because I had already been passed back and forth well 
over a dozen times and it should help to have all parties talking to 
each other. She didn't sound happy but agreed to stay on the line. I 
got music on hold - hold - hold. Eventually Ed came on line - but 
the female tech was not there. I just about blew a gasket. 

Ed was the guy that started the whole thing with the instructions 
for reconfiguration of Netscape — Now I knew for certain that I had 
gone full circle! He once again had me reset the cable modem and 
verified the IP address was for Earthlink instead of RR. I again said 
it looked to me like I was hitting the wrong SMTP server. He asked 
me to check the configuration and tell him what SMTP server I was 
using. I checked again and told him it was still set to smtp- 
server.nc.1r.com as he had instructed. He said I should be using an 
Earthlink server (this is the same guy that previously told me to go 
back to the RR server). I reminded him that he had me try 


‘smtp.earthlink.net' earlier and it hadn’t worked. He said no, it 
should be ’mail.earthlink.net' 

I bit my tongue HARD and made the change. Everything 
worked. I bit my tongue even harder and said thanks. 
I started this cutover a little after 6:30 in the evening - it was al- 
most 11:00 before I had email back up on the first PC. For the 
sake of brevity I left out lots of details about other things they
